Comments / Reasons for Allowance 

Kawakami (US 7,106,378 B2) is cited to teach an external strobe including 
housing (20), strobe module (30), battery module (40), transformer (42), but does not 
teach transforming the outputting voltage of the battery module into the standard

voltage of the image-capturing apparatus and outputting the standard voltage of the 
image-capturing apparatus to the image-capturing apparatus via the first electric port. 

Ishida (US 4,469,419) is cited to teach an external strobe generating a control 
signal for the camera (see col. 2, lines 7-17), but the control signal is not for supplying 
the standard voltage for operating the image-capturing apparatus as required by the 
independent claims. 

Buirley et at. (US 4,676,617) is cited to teach two independent battery packs for 
separately operating a camera and strobes. 

Ume (US 6,650,834 B2) is cited to teach an external strobe device. 

Wang (US 2005/0012853 A1) is cited to teach the method of charging a camera 
battery via a built-in USB connector.
